FEW teachers in the United States are enjoying the novel experience o c 
where there are no unruly pupils to distract them, no interruptions or talking back and, in fact, 


no pupils at all whom they can see. , ; 


Instend of looking at rows of 
faces, these teachers face a 
bank of floodiight: and when 
they talk to thelr pupils, they 
look Into television cameras 
linked by closed’ circuits to 
several classrooms and, in some 
cases, rlo several schools, .
